YOKOHAMA. 

Dates by this mail are to March 12. The outward mail of 
Jan. 13 arrived March 5. The Pacific, mail steamer, from San

The following is from the Japan Herald of 11th March :— 

Shortly after midnight on the 26th Feb. one of those bloody 
tragedies which from time immemorial have been so frequently 
perpetrated in Japan was consummated at the capital. For some 
reason, to foreigners unknown, Hiresawa Sanji had become ob- 
noxious to some of the Hosokawa clan, about twenty of which in 
the dead of night entered his Yashiki at the Boncho, and, having 
found him asleep, attacked him by giving him two cuts in front, 
and then severing his head from his body. Hiresawa was a Sanji 
at the Daijokwan, and was formerly a high officer of Chosiu. 
The assassination was entirely a political one. Weare informed 
that the most intense excitement prevails among the Government 
officials, but everything is kept as quiet as possible, while the 
strictest search is being made throughout Yedo, Yokohama, and 
all the surroanding rg for the absconding offenders. 

The intelligence from Kagosima is that hundreds of those 
defeated in the late rebellion are now finding their way into 
Katz Awa no kami, formerly the Tycoon’s 
Admiral, who went to America with the Japanese man-of-war 
Kanrimaru, is there ; as also one of the Princes of the North, 
Shonai, as invited guests.

NAGASAKI. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Nagasaxt, March 7. 

[ last wrote you on the 15th ultimo, via San Francisco. The 
mails of the 9th, 16th, and. 23rd December arrived here on the 
Q6th ult., by the P. M. steamer Oregonian, from Yoko- 
hama, 79, 72, and 65 a respectively. On the 28th February 
the English mail of 30th Dec. came to hand by the Costa Rica 
(str.), 60 days out, and on the 6th inst. the London and China 
Express of the 6th January was received here, via San Francisoe, 

he movements of the vessels of war have been confined to the 
arrival of H.B.M. gunboat Ringdove,jon the 2nd inst. from 
Yokohama, &c., and the departure of the Russian corvette Almaz 
and gunboat Sobol, on the 2nd and 3rd inst., destination unknown. 

The North German vessels which have lain so long in our har- 
bour have begun to show signs of activity, some of them have 
already commenced taking in coal in anticipation of peace being 
declared. 

The following is extracted from the Nagasaki Gazette :—Ex- 
ports.—Tea : The natives during the past week have been asking 
extreme prices—with a view of establishing an advance in rates; 
the result is that not a single transaction with foreigners has 
been reported. Stocks are somewhat reduced, 300 bales having 
been sent to Hiogo on native account, and no further supplies 
from the country having arrived. Camphor and Gallnuts, nothing 
doing. Tobacco searce. Coals: Stocks have largely increased, 
and the export demand being less, prices have fallen considerably ; 
Takasima, $6} per ton ; Karatz, $33 to $44 per ton; other kinds, 
$34 to $3} per ton. Export in February 825 tons Takasima ; 
3840 tons Karatz; total, 4,665 tons, showing a decrease on 
January shipments of 3,359 tons. Exchange on London: But little 
has been done during the week. , 

The same paper also says :—The British Government, we are in- 
formed, do not intend for the future to send coals from home for 
the use of H.M.’s vessels in these waters, and so soon as the ae 
sent stock is exhausted they will consume Japanese coal. This 
will effect a considerable saving, particularly when we are aware 
of the fact that Japanese coal can be purchased at about one- 
third of the price that English coal can be laid down here for, be- 
sides that obtained from Takasima mines is pronounced to be 
equal if not superior to the best productions from home. The 
export of coal from this port, during February, shows a decrease 
of 8,359 tons as compared with the month of January, which is 
attributed to want of fonnage to carry it away. 








CHINA. 

‘ ; TIENTSIN. ; 
The correspondent. of the Shanghai Courier writes :— With 
the re-opening of navigation there has been # renewal of all 
manner of warlike rumours. ‘The visit of Li-Hung-chang to the 
new powder mill, its commencing to manufacture powder, and its 
rumoured speedy enlargement tu a producing power eapable of 
supplying the whole empire, is openly spoken of by the Chinese 
as preparatory to a foreign war. While official ns talk of 
the notorieus Cheng-Kwo-jui as being at Kiukiang, the great 
mass of the people assert that he has gone down secretly, under 
an alias, to Taku, the fortifications of which are constantly being 
strengthened. A force of 20,000 men are said to have been sum- 
moned-from various quarters to the neighbourhood of Tientsin in - 
view of the probable revision ofthe Treaty this year.—Consider- 
able speculation has also been excited by the arrival per Szechuen 
of Dr. Macartney, of Nanking Arsenal, on’s visit to Li-Hung-chang. 

So far we have got out of the region of rumour and conjecture, 
and all we can legitimately inter is that there must be some reality 
where there is so much shadow, even if the image given by the 
latter is exaggerated and distorted. But one fact is well known 
and indisputable. Application has been made by high Chinese 
officials to certain natives to superintend the construction of some 
infernal machines, a sort of torpedoes—for use in the Peiho. 
They are of similar construction to those used there in 1860 ; and 
it is difficult to avoid the inference that they are intended for s 


‘similar use—the attempted destruction of foreign vessels. 





SHANGHAI, 
The dates by this mail extend§to the 15th March. The outward 
mail of Jan. 27 arrived on March 15, with telegrams announcing 
the peace. 


The annual general meeting of the cheneta — Maret: 
. H. Warden, Esq. 
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in the chair. The report shows a total net profit of Tls. 510,000 
on the steamers’ working, besides T'ls. 271,000 carried to Insur- 
ance and Depreciation account, and other minor receipts from 
interest, balances, &c. Out of this, Tls. 225,000 have been paid 
away as dividend at the rate of 12 per ceut., Tls. 163,700 has been 
invested in the new steamer Hupeh, and the balance is again 
earried to the Insurance account. Tis. 151,600, already standing 
at the credit of Reserve, are also merged in this account, whic 
now stands at Tls. 505,000. On the basis of this fund, a scrip 
dividend of 20 per cent. was issued, the value of which is of 
course contingent upon the state of the Insurance Fund. 

Mr. Barnes asked if there would be any objection to tell 
the shareholders what were the company’s gross earnings from 
freight and passage-money. Such information was usually given 
in other companies. The Chairman said they had not done so 
hitherto, and the present accounts were made out according to 
the custom prevailing in this company, Mr. Barnes asked if the 
directors did not think a change in the custom of the company 
in this respect might be advisable. The Chairman said they did 
not; it would bo against the interests of shareholders to show 
their business too much. In respect to this, stockholders were 
protected by the auditors appointed, and the directors did not 
think it to be for their interest to give any more figures than were 
now laid before them. 

Mr. Parker asked whether the chairman’s remarks implied that 
the directors considered it unadvisable to expose the business of 
the company, though at home it was believed to be rather advan- 
tageous than otherwise to show any good result. The Chairman : 
We cannot see any good result from showing it here. Mr. Parker 
observed that the outside public might see good in having these 
things laid before them. The Chairman said the outside public 
very likely was inquisitive, and might like it; but it would do 
the stockholders harm instead of good ; the company was peou- 
liarly situated. Mr. Parker thought the sooner the company got 
out of its peculiar position the better. ; 

The directors announce a probability of selling the CAzhdi, and 
that two new steamers had been ordered. Messrs. H. H. Warden, 
Blydenburgh, Dent, Forbes, and Porter were elected directors for 
the current year, and Mr. Rowley Miller auditor. 

The following items are from the North China Herald :— 

We regret very much to have to record the sudden death of 
Dr. B. Jenkins, interpreter of the U.S. Consulate. Dr. Jenkins 
was one of the oldest Shanghai residents, his stay here dating 
from 1847, and he will be much missed from a community in 
which he has been so long known and respected. The first thir- 
teen years of his stay were devoted to mission work, in pursuance 
of which he travelled a good deal through the neighbouring 
country, at a time when such journeys were more serious under- 
takings than they are now; and the pages of the North China 
Herald contain interesting records of his adventures and expe- 
rience. 

In deference to the general expression of opinion, the Council 
have abandoned the tax on native tea-houses. The Secretary 
writes, on their behalf, to certain property owners who had offi- 
cially remonstrated against their action, that the Council “ have 

desire to assume powers not delegated to them by the Land 
egulations and Ratepayers, or to place themselves{in an antagon- 
istic position to any one section of the community.” Their ac- 
tion was of course based on a mistaken interpretation of Bye Law 
No. XXXIV. ; and they very properly retire from their position, 
now that the error is pointed out. Holding, however, that the 
tax was clearly illegal, we must say it seems to us that the sums 
collected should be refunded. 

The shareholders of the Shanghai Tug and Lighter Company 
held their annual general meeting on the 7th of March, and de- 
clared a dividend of 5 per cent. on the capital stock, with a 
further bonus of 5 per cent. on the business contributed by share- 
holders. Messrs. F. B. Forbes, John Anderson, and E. C, Smith 
were re-elected directors for the current year. 

The annual meeting of the Shanghai Gas Company was held on 
the 10th March. The accounts show a net profit on the year's 
working of Tls.24,172, of which TI. 18,000 is absorbed by 9 12 
per cent. dividend, leaving Tls. 6,172 to be carried to reserve, 
thus raising the fund to Tls, 25,586. The increase in consumption 
of over the previous year has been 500,000 cubic feet. 

he directors of the U.S. N. Company have appointed Messrs. 
Olyphant and Co. general agents. ‘Ihe announcement has taken 
shareholders rather by surprise. So important a matter, it is urged, 
should have been submitted to a general meeting of shareholders ; 
and Article 7 of the company’s deed of settlement seems to sus- 
tain this view. Apart, however, from the technical question— 
that people getierally consider the directors have acted wisely in 
the interests of the company is proved by the fact that since 
the ser onncoment the quotation br shares has considerably ad- 
vanced. 

The Chinese were excessively annoyed at the result of the trial 
regarding the Lismore’s cargo, and brought 9 comment on the 
judgment which the editor considered to be a libel likely to be 
punished bya fine of some Tis. 2,000, The contributors went 
away in disgust, and fell back on their own familiar way of pro- 
mulgating their grievance. Next morning, copies of the docu- 
ment were posted up in various parts of the scttlement—one pro- 
minently opposite our office door—-with the addition pf a few 
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compliments to ourselves, among which was an accusation of hav 
ing demanded a $2,000 bribe to publish it. 

The report by the British Consul at Ningpo of the trade at that 
port during the year 1870 shows a total increase of Tis. 834,000, 
referable to foreign imports and QOhinese exports, the trade in 
native imports having fallen off. A decrease is shown in the 
shipping of cvery flag except the American—the inference bein 
that Shanghai is becoming more and more closely connected with 
Ningpo, and that the trade is being carried on more and more ex- 
clusively by tho S.S.N. steamers. 

Wo are sorry to hear that M. Vial, the Commandant of the 
Fraueco-Chinoge disciplined troops stationed outside tho South . 
Gate of the city, has been badly injured by one of his native sub- 
officers. ’ 

The chief local event of interest has been the destruction of the 
Lyceum Thestre by fire. Several gentlemen attempted to check 
the flames, pening the arrival of the engines, but the inflammable 
nature of the building defeated their efforts, and within an hour 
from the first alarm, the whole wasa sheet of flame. The heat 
from the burning building, which was entirely of wood, was so in- 
tense that it set fire to a tree some thirty yards from the fire, and 
renderedapproach within twenty yards almost intolerable. It seemed 
atone time inevitable that the whole of Balfour Buildings and Yuen- 
min-Yuen would also be consumed ; but the fire bhigede succeeded 
in saving them. The German Club have offered the use of the Con- 
cordia Theatre, to enable the A.D.0. to carry ont their programme, 
and the Committee havo accepted the offer. The proceeds of the 
performance will be added to the $1,500 at present standing to 
their credit in the bank, and a meeting of seripholders will bo 
called, as soon as the accounts can be closed, to decide as to the 
disposal of the amount. 

The Manchu, the first steamer of the season from the north, 
and the Appin, second, had arriyed. We hear that both steamers 
had to break the ice to get up the Peiho; and they report that 
there was a good deal of broken ice in the river when they left 
on the 8th. ‘ 

A Tientsin correspondent writes that everything was ‘perfectly 

uiet, and that several foreigners who had gone into the interior 
dusicg the winter had not been interfered with. The steamer 
Appin was the first to arrive off the scttlement, at 10 P.m. on the 
5th, having ploughed her way up through two inches of rotten 
ice. The winter would scem to have been wild in Mongolia, as 
no sand grouse had been secn. Of market news there seems ab- 
solutely none, no country dealers having yet arrived. 

It is satisfactory to learn, from the Penang Gazette, that Wen- 
seang returned to aut on the 13th February. The Corean Mi- 
nisters arrived at Peking, with their tribute,on the 16th. A 
Censor, by name Chang Ching-ching, reports upon the conduct of 
the wife of a sew-tsai by purchase. This lady, fiading her hus- 
band ill, cut off one of her fingers and administered it to him in 
his physic. Unluckily the specific had not the desired effect, for 
the man died. Inthe tenth month the heroine’s mother-in law 
died, whereupon she strangled herself. An edict is now issued 
directing the Board of Rites tq report upon the most suitable 
form for the Imperial admiration to take. 

The new steamer Sarpedon left on the 12th Mareh for Liverpool. 
Her entire cabin e accommodation is engaged, and several 
applications had to bedeclined. Between discharging, docking, 
shipping a new propeller and loading, she has lost no time in 
Shanghai. Considering the rapid passage she made out, coming 
three fourths of the distance with a half- propeller, we shall watch 
with interest her performance homeward, whieh will, we hope, be 
made with full propelling power. 

A preliminary trial of the revolving light and fog-horn in the 
Tungsha Light ship took place on the 6th inst: The light was 
beautifully clear and the revolutions took place with the stead- 
iness and precision of clock work, by which, indeed, thcy are pro- 
duced. The fog-horn wasa decided, deafening, dismal, excruciat- 
ing success :—~

As I have pointed out to you many times, the Chinese (ro- 
yermment are persistently preparing for war, yct our Minister, 
paid to protect our interests, telegraphs home all is peace, no 
danger; yet we find the Chinese arming every where, 
arsencle, and powder factories hard at work, gun-boats equipped 
ag feat as possible, Europoans all dismissed from them. They 
are now commanded and navigated solely by Chinese. Vast 
stores of rice have been sent to Tientsin in native and 
foreign bottoms, ammunition apd guus bought up in every 
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direction ; Krupp’s guns from Belgium, powder and rifles from Ja- 
pan, breech-loading field pieces from Shanghai and Hong Kong. 
The guns lent to the Volunteers have been actually sold to the 
Chinese, and may be any day turned against us. It seems to me 
madness on the part of our Government to ignore these facts, but 
our Minister is too busy with Chinese cobwebs at Peking to bestow 
a thought on what is passing around. Dr. Macartney has for many 
years been Superintendent of the Arsenal at Nanking, and the fact 
of his desolate Taku is not without significance at this juncture. 


The loss of the steamer Don on the coast of China, and the 
plundering of the cargo and cruel treatment of the crew and pas- 
sengers by the Chinese, calls for some action on the part of our 
authorities ; but. alas, little is to be expected from them in the 
way of protection or redress for injuries. There is a convenient 
way of shelving all unpleasant subjects. 

The Northern ports, Tientsin and Newchwang, are open again 
for the season. A new channel, with deeper water, has been dis- 
Covered on the Bar at Woosung, and is to be buoyed. 





























HONG KONG. 

Dates extend to March 22. The outward London mail of 27th 
Jan. arrived on March 10, and telegrams extended to the 9th 
by the steamer Agamemnon, from Singapore. 

Mr. Stanhope, the chief officer of the steamer Don, wrecked on 
the voyage from Hong Kong to Shanghai on the 13th Feb, gives 
particulars, in his official statement, of the treatment the ship’s 
crew met with at the hands of natives after the ship struck on 
the southern point of the Ocksen Islands. To quote Mr. Stan- 
hope’s own words :—“ We were all strangers in Chinese waters, 
except the enger pilot, but we all knew that the inhabitants 
of the islands and sea coast were pirates—that they would surely 
rob us, and perhaps murder us, when they found us defenceless. 
We swung the boats out, provisioned them, arranged their crews, 
and put in them nearly all of our personal property. The natives 
by this time had gathered, I should think in hundreds, for we 
could hear them under the bows and all over the face of the 
hill. They were now throwing stones at us, and so, fearing 
they would cut off our retreat, we left the ship in four boats. 
Shortly after we left we heard by their yells that they had got 
on board. At daylight we opal just see the islands at a dis- 
tance, and P id Point to the westward. We hauled in 
towards the land, making about three or four miles an hour, 
when a fleet got round us, getting in amongst and separating us. 
At the first shock I saw the third mate’s boat crushed up between 
two junks and instantly plundered. I afterwards saw the boat 
towed astern of a junk and empty. I think the crew must have got 
on board the junk. The captain’s boat gave one of the junks a rope, 
and signed to us to do the same; we did so, especially as they 
promised to tow us to Amoy. ‘They towed us in shore instead, 
all the time separating us more and more. Shortly after we were 
taken in tow, the fellows in the junk began hauling the boat 
alongside, and, when they got her under their stern, snatched a 
bag like a flash, and in a few seconds would have emptied the 
boat, but I presented a small pocket revolver which I had, and 
scared them for the time. It was only for the time, for presently 
another junk camo sculling and sailing alongside, and between 
them they crushed us up and robbed the boat of everything. 
After getting us in their fost they took us on shore behind and 
to the northward of Pyramid Point. I and three others landed, 
when they shoved the boat off with the other four. One of the 
most savage of the crowd landed with us, having in his 
hand a carving knife, a part of the plunder. They had not 
robbed our persons yet, and it seems this was their plan for doing 
80; they were afraid of attacking us altogether, and they were 
nl sere afraid of my revolver ; so they divided us. I had my 
might glass hanging over my shoulder and my watch on me. The 
fellow demanded them, and, as I was loath to part with them 
threatened to cut my throat if I did not give them up. I could 
easily have shot him, but the boat was there, and four unarmed 
men in their clutches. If we had shot him or knocked him down 
I expect our four shipmates would have been murdered; so I 
gave him first the glasses and then the watch. He also wanted 
the pistol, but I could not part with that yet, so we walked away 
from him, I covering him with the pistol. We afterwards made 
for the boat, and they took us on board. We tried to le 
them to take us off toa steamer that we had seen in the offing 
siending to the southward, but they would not. They now 
searched our pockets, and we let them have all they could get. I 
gave them what money I had, pistol and all. They were satisfied 
then, and let us go ashore quickly.” Mr. Stanhope then gives an 
interesting account of the journey of himself and companions on 
foot to Wintow. On arriving at a village they each time had to 
undergo an inspection by the mob, who felt in their pockets, and 
stole some of their clothes, till at last, almost naked and starving, 
as vig a man who could speak English, and who took them 
by boat to Amoy, where they were in safety. 

A new system has been introduced into the colony for the 
effectual riddance of all objectionable characters. A photograph 
of all the old offenders is taken previous to their deportation, and 
by this means their recognition will be ensured. It may be ex- 
pected that in future ‘rials portraits will be put in as evidence.

BANGKOK. 

His Majesty the Supreme King of Siam embarked on board the 
sloop of war Regent, at 11.30 a.m., on the 9th March, from the 
Royal landing. A Royal salute was fired from the two gunboats 
at anchor in the river, and their yards were manned, as were also 
those of the Regent as his Majesty was embarking. The steamer 
Regent left the Royal landing a little before noon, and passed 
down the river on her way to Singapore. The following are among

THE ROYAL PROCESSION. 

The suite were dressed in a rich silk fabric of navy and sky 

blue colours. Instead of pantaloons ney wore the much more 

ful panoong, extending down to a little below the knees. 
White stockings fastened with elastics out of sight above the 
knees covered snugly the lower extremities, and the feet were 
shod with black pumps of the neatest kind, with silver plated 
buckles. The upper parts of the body were clad with a silk coat 
of a deeper blue than the panoong, over a white jacket or shirt. 
The skirts of the coat reached a little below the hips, fitting the 
person snugly, and buttoned up to the neck with large gold Shut 
tons, bearing on their face an image of the Royal seal and white 
elchant. The ermine of the collars and sleeves were not pro- 
fuse but very neatly and tastefully adjusted. The waist was girded 
with a broad leathern belt richly decked, and on the left hi 
hung a glitter sword. The hat was rather small, with a round 
top of European fashion, elongated a little fore and aft, neatly 
napped with black, and decked with a gold band and crowned 
with a golden image of the Royal seal extending two or thre 
inches above its top. Thetwo Chow Phyas, viz., H. E. the Minister 
for Foreign Affairs and H. KE. the Minister of War, were distin- 
guished by a new badge of honour, created by the King for the 
occasion, called the Maha Surabhorn, consisting of a broad sky 
blue ribbon, passing over the right shoulder, and gathered into a 
very tasteful and showy knot on the left hip. Besides this badge 
of honour, each had three or four others of circular form pinned 
over their left breast, one having been received from the late King, 
one or more from his present Majesty, and one from a European 
Sovereign. The uniform of the Royal body guard, sixteen in 
number, was essentially of the same form as that above described, 
but of a different colour. ‘he dress was of a silk fabric and a 
greyish drab, and their hats were distinguished by white feathers 
all curving backwards. 

All the garments except their cocked hats were made in Bang- 
kok, by Siamese and Chinese tailors, as well as all their gold trim- 
mings, which, with the exception of their epaulets, were of Siamese 
manufacture. Even the hilts and scabbards of their swords, and 
some of their blades, were affirmed to have been made in Bangkok 

THE REGENT. 

His Grace the Regent was present, plainly but richly attired in 
a kind of dark silk, yet not in uniform with any one else. 

At about 11 a.m. his Majesty came, being escorted by a com- 
pany of the Royal Guards and ‘umruats, and halted to pay be- 
coming obeisance to his Grace ; and then, being accompanied by 
the latter, his Majesty walked over the bridge to the steps of the 
ship, one man carrying the great yellow umbrella over him. 

is Majesty saluted H.B.M.’s Consul-General by a cordial gi 
of the hand, and stood with him during all the time occupied in 
firing the Royal salute, which began as s0on his Majesty touched 
the ateps of the ship. 

His Majesty's costume was very becoming, being of a grey drab 
silk of the same general fashion as that of the chief part of his 
suite, and setting off his slender figure. No prostrations were made 
before the King, the whole of the suite remaining erect through- 
out the ceremonies. 

The small iron steamer, which was being built on the bank of 
the canal leading from the palace of H.E. the Kalahome into 
Bangkok Yai, was launched on the 5th ult. under the superintene 
dence of H.G. the Regent. ;

SINGAPORE. 
Dates extend to the 29th March. On the 16th the Behar ar- 
rived with the English mail of the 10th February, and on the 


81st the Peiho came in with the French mail and London letters. 


to the 17th February. 


We learn from the Straits Zimes that the disturbances between 
the Ghee Hin and Hok Hin secret societies, which marked the 
receding fortnight, have happily subsided, and the fortnight has 
Been tranquil. The prompt action of the authorities in sending 
a tguard of some itty Sepoys into the worst district had the 
effect that was anticipated. As soon as the Chinese saw that the 
military authorities were ready to assist the police in maintain- 
ing order, they desisted from their raids, and after. two or three 
days a feeling of security began to become manifest ; the Chinese 
residents of the country districts resumed their occupations as 
before, and there being no signs of further trouble the Sepoys 
were withdrawn. A great number of arrests were made for crimes 
committed during these disturbances, and a long list of prisoners 
stand committed for trial at the next criminal session, which bids 
fair to prove a long and tedious one. 


The great event of the fortnight has been the visit of his Ma- 
jesty the King of Siam, who arrived on the 15th March, the da 
of the departure of the last homeward mail, and remained until 
the 23rd. It is not much that so small a community has to offer. 
for the entertainment of Royalty, but every effort was made to 
render his stay agreeable. His Majesty came in: his own yacht, 
the Regent, and was attended by two Siamese war vessels, the 
Jmpregnable and Siam Supporter. He landed in state on the 
16th, and, together with his two young brothers, was entertained 
in Government House, while Raeburn, a commodious mansion 
on the New Harbour Road, was placed at the disposal 
of his Majesty’s retinue. The festivities in his honour con- 
sisted of a reception at Government House on the first even- 
ing, at which about four hundred persons were presented to his 
Majesty ; an official dinner on the second evening ; on the third 
day his Majesty attended a flower show, held at the Botanical 
Gardens, by the Agri-Horticultural Society, which was, as might 
be expected, very largely attended, and in the evening an ama- 
teur theatrical entertainment was given in his honour at the 
Town-hall. The principal entertainment during his stay, how- 
ever, was the invitation ball given at the Town-hall on the 20th, 
which was attended by about four hundred persons, the largest 
number ever yet assembled at any ball here. The approaches 
to the building were brilliantly illuminated with gaslights, 
and the open space in front was studded with stars and illu- 
minated suns, making the place a pesteck blaze of light,— 
a style of decoration that very agreeably surprised the King, and 
elicited his unqualified admiration. He embarked on board his 
veasel on the afternoon of the 23rd, and early next morning steamed 
away for Batavia. It is gratifying to learn that his Majesty, be- 
fore leaving, expressed himself highly pleased with the manner of 
his reception, and this being the firat time a King of Siam has ever 
visited a foreign country, there is every reagon to hope that his trip 
to Singapore and Java will not only prove of great benefit to him- 
self and his people, but also lead to an extension of trade and 
closer commercial relations between his kingdom and dependencies 
and the civilized nations. During his Majesty's stay he exchanged 
telegraphic courtesies with Her Majesty Queen Victoria. 


The arrivals of steamers via the Suez Canal were the Abbotsford, 
from London, and the ue de Palmella (Portuguese war 
steamer), from Lisbon, on the 16th; the Addatross, from Liver- 
pool, and Aveyron (French war steamer), from Toulon, on the 
17th, the Glendarroch on the 23rd, A on the 24th, Tweed on 
the 26th, and Ulysses on the 27th, four from London. The 
departures have been the Ada, on the 18th, and Sarpedon, on the 
24th, both for London. 

At the fifth competition of the Allcomers’ Rifle Match for $50, 
the prize was finally carried off by R. Dunman, Esq., of the 
8.V gE he having won it twice in succession. A second prize of 
$3 was awarded to P. Isace, G. M. of H.M.S. Barrosa. 

We hear that a number of unemployed Europeans here have 
taken service under Tunkoo Oodin, one of the Malay rajahs im- 
plicated in the disturbances at Klang, and left for their destina- 
tion by the steamer Fair Singapore. Their employment is not 
creditable. It issaid that the greater part of those enlisted were 
unemployed seamen, and that some, after receiving advances, 
secreted themselves in the jungle, and were returning to town. 

We understand that a telegram has been received by his Ex- 
cellency the Administrator here from the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, prohibiting the expenditure of any money on the 
alterations and outfit of the Pluto beyond what is aboolitely 

to make her serviceable; and further, that the expendi- 
ture of $15,000 proposed by the Executive Council to build a 
second and smaller steamer has been altogether negatived. 

As the huts built on piles over the Singapore River, opposite 
Campong Saigon, have given the police much trouble, owing to 
being a favourite resort for thieves, opium smugglers, and fighting 
men, @ police station has been established there in charge of a 
native officer, but under the supervision of one of the European 
Inspectors.

IMPORTS. 

YoxoHam4.—There had been a good enqiiry for Grey Shirtings and 
Yarns, which with the exception of a slight interruption during the 
native holidays, had steadily continued throughout the fortnight, but in 
the case of the former with but meagre results as regards business, in 
consequence of the almost total absence of supplies. . Prices of both 
articles were firm and higher. T-Cloths were still in some request, also 
Turkey Reds, Black Velvets and Alpacas, ‘ 

Hanxow.—An active business was confidently lonked for with the re- 
opening of the market, but, so far these anticipations had not been 
realised ; the trade of the fortnight had been far from satisfactory ; arri- 
vals had been coming forward freely, whilst only small sales could be 
made, and clearances of goods bought before the holidays were checked 
by the withdrawal of facilities hitherto afforded by the Native banks in 
granting “orders.” Grey Shirtings: Prices slightly easicr, markct dull, 
at Tls 1.80 to 1.83 for 7 lbs., Tis. 2.09 to 2.16 for 8} lbs., and Tis. 2.40 to 
2.52 for 93 lbs. White Shirtings not enquired for. T-Cloths: Small 
sales at a trifling advance, holders firm. Woollens and Worsteds: Cam- 
lets quoted 2 to 3 mace higher for desirable goods. Spanish Stripes also 
advanced. Cloths no offers. Long Ells: Scarlet improved fully 2 mace 
per piece, but Assorted unchanged. Figured Orleans: Scarce, good 
assortments readily saleable. : 

SHANGHAI.—Grey Shirtings: A slight concession to buyers had led 
to large settlements; early in the interval there were considerable sales 
of 8} Ibs. fair to good ordinary chops at Tis. 2.06 to 2.08 per piece. 
Since then transactions had taken place at a candareen or 80 less, but 
holders now seemed indisposed to give way much further. A small 
parcel of fine goods 16 by 15 count, had been forced off at Tis. 2.074 
per piece for cash; 7 lbs. had been much wanted, but sellers, with few 
exceptions, had met the demand frecly, and there was little change in 
prices. Quotations were Tls. 1.7.6 to 1.7.9 per piece for ordinary chops, 
and Tis, 1.8.3 to 1.8.4 per picce for Dewhursts.

Yoxouama.—The demand had not been very brisk, and settlements 
had not reached more 3,000 piculs, consisting of most grades. The 
quality, as usual at this period of the season, was deteriorating, but no 
adequate reduction in prices can be noted. Supplies had been on a 
small scale only, and stocks were not heavy, and consisted principally 
of the common grades. The last Pacific mail steamer took 255,465 lbs. 
for New York, and 212,635 Ibs, for San Francisco. The Asphodel had 
sailed with 546,650 lbs. for New York ; and the Lothair was the only 
vessel loading. Quotations:—Common, $18 to 22 per picul; good 
common, $23 tu 25; medium, $27 to 30; good medium, $32 to 34; 
fine, $36 to 39; finest and choice, nominal. 

Hankow, Kriuxiane, AMOY.—Nothing to report. 

SHANGHAI.—For so late in the season, transactions for the fortnight 
may be considered large. Stocks were reduced to a very small compass, 
and neither in Black nor Green was there anything desirable to be pur- 
chased. The 8.8. Sarpedon (the last vessel of this season via Canal) 
had sailed for London with about 1,500 tons of Tea. The Vanguard 
was still on the berth for the same port, The Satsuma (privately loaded) 
left for Montreal on the 10th March. Black: Settlements, 2,632 chests 
Hohow, at Tls. 13 to 16 per picul, and 691 chests reported as “ shipped 
off.’ Most of the purchases showed a decline of Tl. 1 from the prices 
for which Tcamen had been holding, and some parcels had been taken 
at half a tael below actual offers previously made. Stock estimated at 
5,000 chests, barely one-third being true country Tea. Several chops 
of Kiukiang-packed leaf offering, but the quality was scarcely superior 
to that of “ Maloo Mixture.” Green: A fair business done, chiefly for 
shipment to England per Sarpedon. Extreme prices paid for better de- 
scriptions, and cou:mon grades, quality considered, had also realised 
very full rates. On the whole, an advance of about Tls. 2 per picul had 
been established. The stock estimated at 5,000 half-chests against 
12,000 half-chests in 1870. Prices paid, Fychow and Moyune, 1s, 1}d. 
to 2s. 14d.; Pingsuey (boxes), 1s. 114d. 

Foocuow.—During the fortuight 2,266 chests Congou had been 
bought for shipment to Australia, leaving 1,402 chests in the market. 
The total settlements of Congou for the season amounted to 582,941 
chests, comprising the following proportions of the different grades :— 
Dust and siftings, 48,283 chests ; broken leaf to ordinary, 77,492 ; fair 
to good common, 199,972 ; flavoury to medium, 218,794 ; good medium 
to fine, 28,501 ; fine to finest, 9,899; total, 582,941 chests. 

CaNTON.—Small purchases lad been made at former prices, about 
4,000 boxes common Scented Teas and 400 boxes district Congou hav- 
ing been settled fur the London market, and 400 boxes Imperial for the 
Continent.

Leen fainly active, and although operations had been confincd to a few 
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buyers, settlements had reached about 500 bales. Prices for Hanks may 
be quoted about $30 per picul lower, with a tendency to a furthe 
reduction ; but higher rates were asked for Brick silks, and an advance 
of about $20 per picul had been established for Oshu sorts. Settlements, 
Hank sorts 350 bales ; other sorts, 150 bales; total, 600 bales. Stocks 
3,000 bales. 

SHANGHA!.—The English Mail left on March 2 with 99 bales, fol- 
lowed by the Sarpedon with 175 bales on the 12th, and the P. M. S. S. 
Co.’s steamer New York on the 13th with 116 bales of Silk on board. 
The fortnight’s business, including the above export, was estimated at 
about 700 bales, say 350 bales Tsatlees, 110 bales Karshing Taysaams, 
150 bales Ro-recled Tsatlees and Hainings, GO bales Sewhings and 
sundries ; total, 670 bales. Prices had been irregular, and had still 
farther advanced, Tls. 615 per picul (32s. per Ib.) having been paid for 
‘* Koo-fong-sing” No. 3; Tls. 590 per picul (80e. 7d. per Ib.) for 
“ Dragon” No. 8; and Tis. 540 per picul (278, 11d. per Ib.) for ‘‘ Red 
Peacock” Tsatlees. Karshing ‘Taysaams had been in fair request, and 
Tis, 530 reported paid for ‘‘ Pang-ling.” Re-reeled Tsatlees taken for 
American mail at Tls. 570 to 585 per picul, while Mybash Hainings had 
been almost entirely neglected. Arrivals from all quarters had not ex- 
ceeded 300 bales, and unsold stock reduced to 900 bales. 

CANTON.—Dealers had evinced much anxiety to dispose of their 
remaining stocks at prices which would show a loss upon the latest 
quoted sales from London, and in one or two instances they had suc- 
ceeded. Under these circumstances, the quotations of last mail must be 
repeated, but it seemed hardly probable that they could be long main- 
tained, as another six weeks would bring in the new season's first crop.

Bae Popper 50 piculs, after an eager competition, taken at Tle. 164 
per picul.

THE SINGAPORE GAS COMPANY. 

The annual ordinary general meeting of the Singapore Gas Company 
(Limited) was held on the 25th ult., at the London Tavern, under the 
presidency of Mr. W. H. Le Feuvre. The chairman, in moving the 
adoption of the report (which was published in our last issue), stated 
that the accounts presented very aimilar appearances to those sab- ~ 
mitted to the proprietors at the last half-yearly meeting, with the ex- 
ception of the capital account, which had been increased by the issue 
of some new shares, that course having been considered pradent by the 
directors to provide capital for the outlay required for constructing a 
new gas-holder. He regretted that on the return of Mr. Wells te 
Singapore be had found a considerable deficiency in the atock of coal. 
A full investigation had taken place, and it had been ascertained that 
the deficiency amounted to 856 tons. The directors considered that 
the loss was owing to a want of proper attention to the carbon- 
ising. The men had been dismissed from the service of the 
company, and would not have their paid to England. Mr. 
Wells, their engineer, believed that with strict economy in the various 
departments he would be able to make up the loss in twelve months, 
and thought there was no good canse for reducing the dividend on 
ordinary shares below 7 per cent. The directors could not concar ia 
that view of the matter, and considered that in strict justice the whole 
of the loss, amounting to £1,351, ought to be written off at once ; but 
as guch a proceeding would preclude the payment of a dividend on 
the present occasion, they had decided upon recommending the 
writing off of about one third of the loss now and the rexinin lee by 
probably two half-yearly amounts. By adopting that course the pro- 
prietors would receive a dividend at the rate of 6 per cent. per annum 
for the past half year, and if Mr. Wells's views should prove correct, 
when they next met they would be in a position to extinguish the re- 
mainder of the loss and pay an increased dividend. 

Mr. F. W. Collard seconded the adoption of the report, which was 
after a few remarks from several proprietors, carried. A dividend at 
the rate of 74 per cent. per annum on the preference capital, and at 
the rate of 6 per cent. on the original capital, was declared.

TaraL or THE P. awp O. STEAMER KHEDIVE.==)n the 26th, 
inst, the Khedive (s.¢.), built at Greenock by Messrs. Caird and Co., 
for the P. and O. Co., proceeded on her semi-official trial trip down the 
Firth. The Khedive is barque-rigged, her length is 888 feet between 
the perpendiculars, 400 feet over all ; 42 feet beam ; 36 feet in depth of 
hold. She has engines of 600 nominal hore power, conatracted on 
the combined high and low condensing principle, the larger of the 
cylinders being of 98 inches diameter. At the trial she frequent 
made 18 knots an hour, being considerably above the speed demanded 
by the Post-office. She is to run betwen Chinaand Suez. Cargo can 
be taken to the extent of 2,053 tons. 


Inthe American House of Representatives Mr. Myers, of Pennsylvania, 
has introduced a Bill supplementary to the Acts to prohibit the coolie 
trade, which was referred to the Committee on Foreign Affuirs. The 
Bill provides that the United States Consul or Consular Agent shall not 
deliver to the master of any United States vessel intending to convey 
the subjects of China, Japan, or any Oriental country, the certificate of 
voluntary immigration now required by law if there be a contract on 
the part of such coolies for service in the United States longer than 
three months.

THE.LAST PHASE OF THE CHINA QUESTION. 


"Never was the connection between cause aud effect more 


apparent than in the China news, given in another column, 


when regarded as the natural and inevitable consequence of the 
pusillanimous inaction ef our Government in the matter of 
the Tientsin Massacre. Every word in the last telegram reads 


as if it were dictated by the apprehensions which Earl Gran- 
vite, Mr. Wave and the Pall Mall Gazette have so persis- 
tently pooh-poohed, instead of being the humiliating re- 
cord of matter-of-fact in contemporary history. 
and every other practical authority, have foreboded as the 
certain result of the suicidal policy of Government seems to 
be coming to pass; and all the advantages, which it has cost 
our countrymen so many years of time, and so much patience 
and capital to acquire, seem to be about to be sacrificed on 
the altar of blind and besotted opiniatedness. Therefore we 
are constrained to admit that times and seasons of national, 
as of individual, greatness may be measured and - marked. 
We may have reached the climax, may have climbed the 
_ peak, and may be rapidly moving downwards on the decline 
'. “to our falas a great Empire. But still we feel that the 
edifice erected by the incessant labour and. the painful sacri- 
- fiees‘of ouir fathers should not be wilfully thrown down'by us, 
even though we may dread that in the temper of such a Go- 
vernment:as we possess it may not be possible to protect it 
much longer. But these gloomy forebodings are. the worst 
that we could cherish, and we will have nothing to do 
with them. The state of affairs is not yet entirely des- 
perate, if we take prompt means to supply its defects. The 
ship is not absolutely embayed in the storm, and might keep 
the sea, with clear heads and strong hands at the helm. 
Difficulties should neither be despised nor exaggerated ; and 
we are in difficulties, but not in despair. Our circumstances 
should be fully searched, for. no greater calamity can occur 
in a struggle than ignorance of our weak points—and a 
atruggle must come. ‘As we have pointed out for weeks and 
months, the policy of conciliation is gradually but inevitably 
drifting us into a new China war—of all calamities the one 
which we are most anxious to avoid, but which can only be 
averted now by the spirited, though tardy, assertion of our 
national self-respect. - One thing is, however, certain~-what- 
ever now remains to be done must be done quickly, or the 
task will have to be re-commenced and performed anew. 
Truth will prevail, but it may prevail too late. All must 
ultimately respect the trutb, but the worship may be delayed 
till the temple is closed. = 
Many weeks ago, long before Cuuxa How arrived in 
Europe, we pointed out the necessity for our Government 
to meet him at once, to confer with him on the points which 
had been raised by France, and which nothing but the dis- 
tracted state of that Empire had suffered to be delayed even 
for the time necessary for his embassy. We ther pointed 
out that the Chinese Plenipotentiary would assuredly take 
advantage of the slighteat delay or confusion in representing 
the interests of Europe in the Far East, which had devolved 
upon our Government exclusively, in consequence of the re- 


verses of France and the revolution which followed them. |: 


We pointed out that, France being helpless, it was our duty 
to insist on the terms of atonement and future security which 
_ she would have required, and easily have obtained, but, for 
* ‘the unhappy European war. Again and again we urged on 
Lord GraNVILLE the imperative necessity for him toimprovethe 
opportunity of Cuune How'sarrival in France. We need not re- 
mind our readers that our warnings were totally disregarded. 
Week after week the astute Chinese remained apparently inac- 
tive at Marseilles, or travelled between Mareeillesand Bordeaux, 
without receiving word or sign that the Government of Great 
Britain felt any resentment for the murder of Miss-O'Suy- 
LIVAN, or had any concern in the greater massacre of the coun- 
trywomen of cur ally. In the meantime the Chinese Envoy was 
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top shrewd to miss the opportunity of profiting by the sluggish- 
nees of our Minister, and the embarrassment of ‘the French. 
The representations which he sent home formed the basis of 
the determination of the Chinese Government to make a 
supreme effort to annul the effect of its European treaties. 
With an insolence obviously copied from the famous despatch 
of Prince GorTcHAKOFF, and a recklessness which far out- 
did its original—sinco Russia, unlike.China, had nothing to 
atone for, but, on the contrary, might have something reason- 
able to demand—the Chinese Government: has seized the 
opportunity of issuing a circular to the Foreign Ministers, 
which virtually cancels every fundamental principle to which 
it has ever been brought to consent. According to this pro- 
clamation—for we cannot call it anything else—the sacrifice 
-of the unhappy Sisters of Mercy is to be made the pretext 
for the abolition of female schools in China ; the sanguinary 


outrage of the fanatical followers of Conrucius is to be the 
cause of a law forbidding the preaching of a purer doctrine ; 


and, as if 
: To top the infinite of injury, ; 

‘it is added, in view of further outrages, that no compensation 
will be granted, and nothing short of murder regarded as a 
punishable crime. . There are other clauses in the despatch 
on which we have not now patience to enlarge ; but our read- 
ers will be able to judge of their audacity by perusing the 
document for themselves. It remains to be seen whether, in 
the present confusion of the Ministry, there is sufficient pub- 
lic spirit in any member of Mr. Guapstone’s Cabinet to resist 
and resent this infamous proposal in terms befitting the 
honour and dignity of England. No time must, however, 
be lost in urging immediate action on our part, for.we may 
be ‘quite sure that: the Chinese, so far from making allowance 
for the distraction of our Government, will. be the first to 
dvail themselves of: it. Unless the present proposal is at 
once indignantly repudiated, the dangers which have long 
beget our fellow subjects in‘the Far East will thicken round 
them ; their lives will nut be safe from day to day ; the 
Massacre of Tientsin will.take its place in history only as the 
first of a series of crimes, and all the work of civilisation 
and progress in China will have to be commenced again. 





WE understand that Sir James ELPHINsTONE has succeeded 
in obtaining the consent of the Duke of ARGYLL to receive a 
deputation on the subject of improved harbours, and better 
lighting of the Indian coast, to which we referred some time 
ago. We are algo informed some important plans and docu- 
ments have been discovered at the Admiralty which confirm 
the practicability of the Paumben Channel, in Ceylon, as re- 
cently explained by Sir James ELPHinstone to the House of 
Commons. 





A oreat deal has been circulated in regard to the Suez 
Canal and its probable transfer to an English Company. 
These statements are for the most part incorrect, but it’may 
be assumed that Mr. Penner, as representing English capi- 
talists, has offered to M. pz Lesseps any aid which he may 
require in carrying on the works, and any further develop- 
ment is a matter like many others, entirely dependent on the 
course of events in France. 


WE understand that a contract has been made by the 
Dutch Government with the Telegraph Construction -Com- 
pany to lay down a cable in the Straits of Sunda from Anjer 
to Telong Batong, on Sumatra, about seventy miles.. The 
laying to be completed in November. The cable to con- 
nect Java and Australia will’ be despatched from here next 


August. -

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HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

ROTTERDAM, April 26. 
For the past two days the members of the Second Chamber have been 
occupied with the debate upon the Budgets. Several members took 
part in the general discussions, and, as is usual, all kinds of questions, 
aera and social, were brought forward. The debate was a political 
aleidoscope, which assumed every moment a new combination. Ex- 
cept upon one point, the opposition was very modcrate, and the speakers 
showed a good deal of sympathy with the new Premier. There was, 
however, a very strong opposition against the very costly military 
reorganisation project of the Ministry, although it has been con- 
siderably modified since its first appearance some months ago. Of 
course, some members of the Chamber are very dissatisfied with the 
alterations, and we must expect to hear their glorification of a system 
by which the national revenue will be expended upon an increased army, 
fortresses and 2 military display quite superfluous in time of peace. 
The debate upon the Budget of the Department of War will afford 
much interest now that the members are no longer under the influence 

of the war fever which has lately attacked all the nations of Europe. 
In our financial circles the greatest uncertainty exists with regard to 
the ultimate fate of the Oost-indische Maatschappy van Lyfrenten. 
The managers, Messrs, van Beresteyn and J. Seelig, have summoned all 
the creditors to meet on the 8th of May, to decide upon a proposal of 
the managers to wind up the affairs, Tho prevailing opinion is that 


this meeting will not be any more successful than the endeavours which' 


4° 


have already been made to avoid a failure. : 

The forthcoming elections, which will take place in the month of 
June, are making some stir in the political world. ‘The controversy will 
be very warm, and all sorts of political factions, conservative, clerical, 
grecn, blue, and yellow, will rise against the Liberal monster. I, how- 
ever, think that their endeavours will be quite unavailing, and that the 
Liberal party will cain the day. 

_A private correspondence from the west coast of Africa has gone the 
round of our papers. It is stated that the negroes are very dissatisfied 
with the intention of the Government to sell our forts on this coast to 
England. A Bill to ratify the treaty, which was signed between the Go- 
vernment, has been laid before the members of the Second Chamber. 

All the Dutch-speaking members of the Internationale Society are 
convoked to meet on Whit Sunday at Amsterdam. The agitation which 
prevails amongst our workmen creates a good deal of uneasiness. 
Everyone, however, is convinced that their demand for higher wages, 
especially in large towns, is quite just. 

A languishing tone still pervades the Bourse, and very little business 
has been done, owing to the miserable state of France. The banks are 
accumulating money, and the state of the Netherlands Bank was never 
so favourable as now. It is thus very surprising that the present high 
rate of discount is not lowered. 

The interpellation of Mr. de Casembroot respecting the question of 
the marriages of naval officers had no definitive result. The affair is 
now just as it was—undecided.

Monetary ans Commercial, 


In consequence of an accident to the P. and O. steamer Indus, 
by grounding in-the Clyde, her despatch has been retarded, and 
the Khedive will take her place in loading out from Southampton 


for Hong Kong, as noticed in our last. 


There has been some excitement during the week as to the 
possibility of the Chancellor of the Exchequer putting an in- 
creased duty on tea, and the clearances for the week may be es- 


timated at 3,743,621 lbs. 


An impression prevailing that the lines of the Associated Sub- 
marine Telegraph Companies to India are not as efficient in speed 
as other lines, the Falmouth and Malta Company has published a 
list for the past month, made out daily at 10 a.M., of the dates of 


messages received from India, Singapore, &c., showing that it 
uniformly receives messages from all parts considerably within 
the difference of time in longitude. 

A telegram by Grant’s line was published in The Times that 
the Hong Kong and Shanghai cable was broken, and elicited the 
following response :— : 

*¢ Great Northern Telegraph, China and Japan Extension Company 

(London Agency), 7, Great Wiochester-street-buildings, April 27. 

“¢ Sir,—With reference to a notice in The Times City Article to the 
effect that the Hong Kong Shanghai cable was broken near Hong Kong, 
I beg you to publish the following information, just received. 

“ After the laying of the cable had been completed, on the 29th of 
March, the stations at Hong Kong and Shanghai were opened to the 
public on the Ist of April, Shortly after that date the cable was 
damaged by a ship's anchor about 150 miles north of Hong Kong, but 
the necessary steps having immediatcly been taken, the damage was 
successfully repaired on the 16th of April, when the line was again 
opened, and the cable is nowin perfect working order. Telegrams from 
Shanghai of the 18th and 19th of April, transmitted by mail from Hang 
Kong to Singapore, reached London yesterday. 

* Allow me to add that the ships taking out the cables for the com- 
pany’s second section will leave the Thames early next week, and as the 
company has now obtained a concession for landing cables in Japan, 
this second section will consist of cables from Shanghai to Nagasaki, 
and from that place to Wladivostock, the terminal point on the Russian 
coast, from which the land lines through Siberia to the western frontier 
of Russia are now in full operation. I thus hope that the company 
will be able to receive traffic from this country to China and Japan in 
the course of the month of July next.—I am, Sir, your most obedient 
servant, : “ O. G. ERICHSEN.” 

We are informed that Mr. T, A. Mitchell, M.P., has retired from 
the Board of the Chartered Bank of India, Australia, and China, 
and Mr. Andrew Cassels has been elected the chairman of the 
bank for the ensuing year. 

The Merchants’ Marine Insurance Company is announced, with 
a capital of £1,000,000, in 100,000 shares of £10 each, but only 
50,000 are to be issued in the first instance, and on these it is 
only proposed to call up £2 per share. The prospectus states 
that the opening of the Suez Canal has made so great a revolu- 
tion in the: mode of condueting business with the East as to call 
for an institution of this kind. Formerly goods to and from the 
Eastern markets were conveyed in comparatively small sailing ves- 
sels, whereas now, via the Suez Canal, larger cargoes will be sent 
by steamers adapted for the purpose, offering an ample field for the 
operations of the proposed company without interfering with ex- 
isting ingtitutions. Keeping specially in view the cultivation of 
the Eastern trade, it will be one of the first objects of the com- 
pany to establish agencies in the Eastern ports, conducted by 
eminent firms, who will be able to secure ound business for the 
company, and be authorised to issue policies in accordance with 
a code of premiums to be prescribed by the board in London. 
After paying the shareholders 10 per cent. on their capital, 26 per 
cent. of the net profits are to be divided amongst the insurers. 

Mr. William Frederick Saunders, 4 well-known member of Lloyd’s, 
has been appointed underwriter to the Alliance Marine Insurance 
Company, succeeding Mr. J. B. Gabb, who resigned some time 
back. 

In atiticipation of the meeting to be held on the 3rd inst., the 
report of Reuters Telegram Oompany (Limited) has been is- 
sued. The net profits for the year ending December last amounted 
to £11,670, including £290 brought forward. The directors de- 
clare a dividend at the rate of 74 per cent., making, with the in- 
terim distribution, 10 per cent. for the twelve months, free of in- 
come-tax.
